WASHINGTON (NEA) 
When President Nixon makes his Nov. 3 television ad­ 
dress to the nation he will have before him several new 
secret studies which sharply revise upward estimates on 
speed with which American troops can be withdrawn from 
Vietnam. 
These studies, prepared in Saigon and Washington, have 
been participated in by some of the highest Vietnamese 
and American military and political officials. 
They conclude that, from a military standpoint, it will 
be safe for Nixon to announce immediately the withdrawal 
of an additional 50,000 troops to be completed sometime in 
January, 1970. This would bring total w i t h d r a w a l s to 
110,000. 
For 1970, the conclusions are somewhat less precise. The 
writers of the studies agree that 10,000 men a month can 
certainly be safely withdrawn next year, barring unfore­ 
seen difficulties. There is a strong belief, however, among 
both Vietnamese and American study participants, that 
withdrawals in 1970 could (and should) be stretched to 
20,000 a month if all goes well. This would bring total U.S. 
withdrawals to 350,000 by Dec. 31,1970. 
In other words, these studies indicate it would be possible 
for the President, if he chooses, to withdraw from Vietnam 
all U.S. combat troops (except a few small highly special­ 
ized units) and a sizable chunk of support forces as well 
by the end of 1970. 
These studio assume, of course, that these military with­ 
drawals car 
safely made without weakening the security 
of South Vi«»’ mm. It must be noted that the Vietnamese 
participating n these studies are betting their lives that the 
conclusions are correct. 
(It must be noted that some participants, while agreeing 
with the 350,000 withdrawal figure if things go right, sug­ 
gest a target date of April-May, 1971, ratner than Decem­ 
ber, 1970.) 
The remaining 180,000 to 200,000 U.S. troops, the studies 
estimate, could De largely phased out in 1971 and 1972. 
However, it is c o n s i d e r e d advisable that even after 
December, 1972, a small technical and training force should 
remain. 
These studies assume no peace agreement will be reached 
in Paris and that North Vietnamese and Viet Cong troops 
will continue lighting. If agreements prove possible in 
Paris, the U.S. withdrawals could, of course, be speeded 
and the residual force eliminated. 
But even without an agreement, it is important to note 
that the withdrawals (except for the small technical-train­ 
ing-advisory force) would, according to these studies, be 
completed by October, 1972. 
By an interesting coincidence, by Nov. 3, the President 
will also have on his desk a study which indicates that 
politically the American public will be willing to support 
(or tolerate) American participation in the war for a maxi­ 
mum of three more years. (That comes out at October, 
1972.)

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
When President Nixon makes his Nov. 3 television ad­ 
dress to the nation he will have before him several new 
secret studies which sharply revise upward estimates on 
speed with which American troops can be withdrawn from 
Vietnam. 
These studies, prepared in Saigon and Washington, have 
been participated in by some of the highest Vietnamese 
and American military and political officials. 
They conclude that, from a military standpoint, it will 
be sale for Nixon to announce immediately the withdrawal 
of an additional 50,000 troops to be completed sometime in 
January, 1970. This would bring total w i t h d r a w a l s to 
110,000. 
For 1970, the conclusions are somewhat less precise. The 
writers of the studies agree that 10,000 men a month can 
certainly be safely withdrawn next year, barring unfore­ 
seen difficulties. There is a strong belief, however, among 
both Vietnamese and American study participants, that 
withdrawals in 1970 could (and should) be stretched to 
20,000 a month if all goes well. This would bring total U.S. 
withdrawals to 350,000 by Dec. 31, 1970. 
In other words, these studies indicate it would be possible 
for the President, if he chooses, to withdraw from Vietnam 
all U.S. combat troops (except a few small highly special­ 
ized units) and a sizable chunk of support forces as well 
by the end of 1970. 
These studio assume, of course, that these military with­ 
drawals car 
safely made without weakening the security 
of South Vi« 
.«m. It must be noted that the Vietnamese 
participating n these studies are betting their lives that the 
conclusions are correct. 
(It must be noted that some participants, while agreeing 
with the 350,000 withdrawal figure if things go right, sug­ 
gest a target date of April-May, 1971, rather than Decem­ 
ber, 1970.) 
The remaining 180,000 to 200,000 U.S. troops, the studies 
estimate, could be largely phased out in 1971 and 1972. 
However, it is c o n s i d e r e d advisable that even after 
December, 1972, a small technical and training force should 
remain 
These studies assume no peace agreement will be reached 
in Paris and that North Vietnamese and Viet Cong troops 
will continue fighting. If agreements prove possible in 
Paris, the U.S. withdrawals could, of course, be speeded 
and the residual force eliminated. 
But even without an agreement, it is important to note 
that the withdrawals (except for the small technical-train­ 
ing-advisory force) would, according to these studies, be 
completed by October, 1972. 
By an interesting coincidence, by Nov. 3, the President 
will also have on his desk a study which indicates that 
politically the American public will be willing to support 
(or tolerate) American participation in the war for a maxi­ 
mum of three more years. (That comes out at October, 
1972.) 
It may not be irrelevant to note that Nixon comes up for 
re-election in November, 1972.

Mr. Low e recalls that if you 
looked up from your work in 
the store when he was a boy and 
you saw 
several men entering 
together, one carrying a stick or 
cane, you knew there had been a 
death and they were coming for 
the coffin. The stick had been 
used to measure the deceased so 
M r. Low e’s father would know 
what size coffin to select. While 
friends at home “ laid out” the 
body, these men waited to take 
the coffin home for the burial 
that followed. 
In 1890 his father bought a 
horse- drawn hearse from Sayers 
& Scoville of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Je ff Dean had a weil- trained 
team that pulled the hearse, and 
when Mr. Low e had a funeral he 
got in touch with Mr. Dean who 
brought his team of horses to 
carry the deceased to his final 
resting place. 
“ Would you like to see that 
hearse?” Mr. Low e asked. We 
said that indeed we would, so he 
showed it to us. It was long and 
high, with glass windows on each 
side. Elegant tassels and draping 
o f crepe edged the top of the 
windows inside. Tw o coal oil 
lamps were mounted at the front 
of the vehicle. 
“ U ntil he bought this hearse, 
all the equipment my father had 
were church trucks (to roll the 
coffin 
on) 
and 
two 
ropes 
(webbing straps) used to lower 
the coffin in the grave. You can 
see why funerals have to coat a 
lot more today.” 
The last time the old hearse 
was used was June 19, 1928, Mr. 
Low e said. Back in those years 
there wasn’t a yard of gravel on 
any road in Graves County, and 
that old hearse traveled some 
miserable miles.
